Forest  Fire  Prevention  Pays  Dividends 

Most  forest  fires  are  preventable  because  someone  is  responsible 
for  them.  State  records  for  1950  show  94%  of  632  fires  resulted 
from  human  perversness  and  carelessness.  Refusal  to  secure  the 
required  warden  permit  before  burning;  failure  to  use  good  judg- 
ment, lack  of  equipment  and  assistance  while  burning;  carelessness 
in  smoking  and  poorly  conditioned  woods  equipment  (trucks  trac- 
tors, etc.)  resulted  in  a  total  of  6,090.6  burned  acres  with  a  loss  of 
$63,949.10  in  valuable  property. 

Fortunately,  these  human  factors  can  be  dealt  with  because 
people  can  be  reached.  This  the  local  forest  fire  warden  tries  to  do

1.  Secure  a  written  permit  to  burn  in  or  near  woodlands  when 
the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow. 

2.  Use  good  judgment  in  burning  and  have  enough  equip- 
ment and  assistance  to  keep  fire  under  control  at  all  times. 

3.  Be  careful  when  smoking  in  or  near  woodlands  and  refraii^ 
from  throwing  lighted  material  from  automobiles. 

4.  Make  certain  that  all  equipment  used  in  the  woods  is  in 
good  condition.

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Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 


To  the  School  Board  of  Kensington : 

I  take  pleasure  in  submitting  my  third  annual  report  as  Superin- 
tendent of  Schools. 

The  School  year  1950-1951  opened  with  the  following  personnel: 

Mrs.  Edith  Clough — Teacher  of  Grades  3-6 

Mrs.  Jennie  Bartlett — Teacher  of  Grades  1-2 

Mrs.  Eleanor  Henry — Teacher  of  Music 

Miss  Nancy  Carnegie — School  Nurse 

There  were  no  changes  in  the  teaching  staff  this  year,  a  fact 
which  makes  possible  a  more  stable  program.  The  above  teachers 
are  well  prepared  by  training  and  experience  to  give  the  boys  and 
girls  of  Kensington  good  preparation  in  the  various  phases  of  the 
school  activities. 

This  year  the  Rinehart  Functional  Handwriting  System  has  been 
introduced  in  both  schools.  Some  of  the  objectives  of  this  System 
are  to  (1)  Improve  and  preserve  posture  and  health  (2)  Develop 
a  writing  consciousness  (3)  Teach  letter  details  to  the  point  of 
mastery  (4)  Permit  reasonable  individuality  in  writing  style  (5) 
Make  handwriting  function  in  informal  writing  and  (6)  Recognize 
and  develop  handwriting  concomitants  such  as  neatness,  accuracy, 
and  attention  to  details.  The  results  to  date  have  been  very  grati- 
fying. 

The  Parent-Teacher  Association  continues  to  be  active  in  mak- 
ing worthwhile  contributions  to  the  schools.  The  club  member- 
ship in  the  film  library  of  the  University  of  New  Hampshire  is 
providing  a  wide  variety  of  experiences  for  the  students  to  supple- 
ment the  regular  work  and  is  proving  to  be  a  valuable  part  of  the 
school  program.  Also,  the  sponsorship  of  the  Dental  Clinic  conduct- 
ed by  the  State  Department  of  Health  is  worthy  of  mention. 

I  urge  all  of  the  citizens  to  give  careful  thought  and  study  to  the 
report  of  the  committee  on  school  housing  problems.  The  present 
buildings  have  served  the  town  for  many  years.  By  almost  any 
standard  you  wish  to  apply,  these  buildings  leave  much  to  be  de- 
sired in  carrying  out  a  modern  program  of  education.  Lack  of  ade- 
quate heating  facilities,  plumbing,  flush  toilets  and  drinking  foun- 
tains, housing  facilities  and  playgrounds  are  but  a  few  examples 
of  the  above.  I  sincerely  hope  that  the  citizens  will  decide  upon  a 
course  of  action  which  will  result  in  the  best  education  possible  for 
the  children  within  the  means  of  the  town.

To  the  Suyerintendent  of  Schools: 

Following  is  a  report  of  the  school  nurse  from  January  I,  1950 
to  January  1,  1951. 

In  the  spring  the  P.T.A.  and  the  Seabrooke  Dental  Clinic  ar- 
ranged to  have  the  fluorine  treatment  for  the  children. 

This  fall  the  state  dental  trailer  arrived  and  the  children  had 
then-  teeth  cleaned  and  those  who  needed  it  received  the  fluorine 
treatments.  The  report  of  the  dental  hygienist  impressed  us  with 
the  need  for  individual  dental  care. 

The  same  program  of  health  supervision  in  the  schools  has  been 
carried  out — examinations  of  skin,  hair,  vision,  hearing,  posture, 
teeth  and  tonsils;  follow-up  of  defects  with  home  visits  if  necessary; 
brief  health  discussions  in  the  classroom  as  time  permitted. 

Following  is  a  report  of  the  physical  examination:

orthopedic  defects 

All  children  have  been  vaccinated. 

Plans  have  been  made  for  the  children  to  receive  the  patch  test 
for  tuberculosis  in  the  spring. 

The  school  board  voted  to  place  first  aid  cabinets  in  the  schools. 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  parents,  school 
board,  and  superintendent  for  their  cooperation  in  our  health 
program.
